WILLIAM WEYAND TURNER 


Turner is a disgruntled former FBI employee who entered 
on duty aa a Special Agent February 5, 1951. He served in our offices 
at St. Louis, Jan Franciaco, Seattle, Oklahoma City, and Knoxville. 
A native of Buffalo, New York, he was born April 14, 1927. In 1949, 
he received a Bachelor of Science Degree in Chemistry at Canisius 
College, Buffalo. He served in the U. s. Navy as an enlisted man 
from March 2$, 1945, to August 16, 1946, when he was honorably 
discharged. 


While he was assigned to Knoxville, the Bureau found it 
mecessary to dismiss him effective July 19, 1961, under procedures 
of the Veterans’ Preference Act. The charges were basically that he 
had demonstrated through various untrue or unjustified statements that 
he lacked the truthfulness, accuracy, and responsibility required of an 
FBI Agent; that he was not amenable to discipline; that he had shown a 
poor attitude toward the FBI and its Director; and that he had made 
certain unauthorized disclosures of information of a classified nature 
and this made him a security riak. 


He appealed the diamissal to the Civil Service Comunission 
and was given a hearing. He appeared on his own behalf and waa repre- 
sented by the Edward Bennett Williams law firm. The Appeals ixam ining 
Office sustained his dismissal December 20, 1961, on the grounds that 
he lacked the truthfulness, accaracy, and responsibility required of a 
Special Agent and had shown a poor attitude toward the FBI and its Director.
